The value of their estates, ‘In- 
cluding many uncashed stock 
dividend checks and old-fash- 
ioned ‘“‘gold back’’ $1000 bills, 
has been put at $463,000 by a 
cousin, William Clark Adreon. 

The bulk of the fortune was 
willed by Mrs. Adreon, who died 
one month after her husband, to 
Barnes Hospital and the Beth- 
esda Dilworth Memorial Home. 


Mrs. Adreon had not been seen 
outside the three-story, high- 
ceiling residence in 18 years. 
Her husband, a retired official 
of the old American Brake Co. 
did the family shopping at a 
neighborhood market. 

He paid for their simple needs 
with a succession of $5 checks. 
Subsequent investigation by Wil- 
liam .Clark. Adreon and an ex- 
ecutor of the estates revealed 
that the amount of the checks 
which the elder Adreon cashed 
in ‘recent years never varied, 
They were always for $5.

William Clark Adreon had not 
n in communication with 
Stephen and Mabel Adreon for 
20 years until last Nov. 4, when 
Stephen was struck and killed by 
a Hodiamont streetcar on the 
right-of-way behind his home.

lems at maximum I[.C.B.M. 
range. 

They may need to know more 
about what happens to the nose 
cone of a rocket—carrying either 
a hydrogen warhead or an astro- 
naut on a purely scientific flight 
—when it drops back into the 
friction and heat producing at- 
mosphere of the earth after soar- 
ing through a trajectory at 
speeds of 18,000 miles an hour 
or more. United States missile- 
men and space vehicle experts 
say that America has solved the 
re-entry problem. 

Russia is making final prep- 
arations for the tests. Soviet 
cargo-type ships, equipped with 
tracking and other observation 
gear, have moved southward 
from locations farther up in the 
north Pacific and Sea of Okhotsk 
(between Kamchatka and the Si- 
berian mainland) where they 
had been sailing earlier this 
year. 


Truman Assails Russians on 
Pacific Missile Range. 

PHOENIX, Ariz., Jan, 9 (AP) 
—Former President Truman to- 
night assailed Russian action in 
setting up a missile test range 
outside its Pacific territorial 
waters. 

“This action by the Russians 
is as high-handed as it is bra- 
zen,”’ Truman said in a speech 
prepared for an Arizona Demo- 
cratic public affairs forum. 

The Russians have announced 
that from Jan. 15 to Feb. 15 they 
will launch a series of missiles 
which will fall into the test zone.

When the geese are feed- 
ing in open grain fields, hunters

enough debris to bowl over and 
usually knock out the bird, which 
can then be dispatched by hand. 


Turkey is a wintering area for 
mallards, teal, redheads and 
other ducks, most of which 
come from Russia. The season 
is long, from November through 
February, and limits are gener- 
ous. 

Col. Stueck does not remem- 
ber what the daily bag limit 
was, but he bagged 10 ducks 
himself one day when hunting 
with a game-_warden, so the 
limit was at least 10. 

He believes the thoy is more a 
buzzard than a turkey because 
of its head but he learned that 


the birds, which weigh up to 40;

rifles and are easy to hit. 

“There were many doves,” 
Col. Stueck said. “‘At times, I 
could have shot as many as 40 
out a window. The only trouble 
was that doves and pigeons have 
a religious significance among 
the Turks, so we did not shoot 
them.” 

Turkey has a few deer, which 
have enormous antlers, and 
some bear, particularly in the 
high altitudes. Col. Stueck 
trailed deer but failed toe get 
any. Some of his friends success- 


fully pursued ibex, a mountain 


goat, which they discovered at 
10,000 to 12,000-foot levels.

Why Airline Fatalities Were 


Up Last Year Under Study | 


Senate Committee to Begin Hearings Monday— 
No Pattern Seen in Accidents — Committee 
Chairman Urges ‘Constant Vigilance.’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9. 


AN EFFORT to determine why airline passenger fatalities doubled 
last year and were nearly four times the number recorded in 1957 will 
be made by the Aviation subcommittee of the Senate Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee at hearings beginning Monday. 


A. S. Mike Monroney (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
chairman, said the subcommittee was 
“eoncerned because last year’s accident 
record was one of the worst in recent 
years,” and because “reports received 
from the Civil Aeronautics Board of these 
accidents do not show any apparent pat- 
tern as to their cause.” 


“Constant vigilance is the price of air 
safety. We are hot seeking to lay blame 
on anyone or to find a whipping boy. The 
important thing is to determine the cause 
and come to grips with it.” 


The Civil Aeronautics Board report 
shows that more people were killed last 
year in scheduled passenger service of 
United States domestic and international 


This compares with the 1958 report of 
six fatal accidents in which 124 passengers 
and 15 crewmen were killed, with a pas- 
senger fatality rate of 0.38 per hundred 
million passenger miles. 

The 1957 record was four fatal crashes, 
67 passenger and 10 crew deaths and a 
passenger fatality rate of 0.20 per hundred 
million miles. 

Not since 1952, when the passenger fa- 
tality rate was 0.86 per hundred million 
miles, has the figure exceeded that for 
last year. / 


AVIATION OFFICIALS point out that 
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each year will show an improvement over 
the last. 


What puzzles them is the fact, as Sen- 
ator Monroney observed, that there was 
no apparent “pattern” in the 1959 acci- 
dent reports, 


Recalling the surge in the passenger 
fatality rate to 2.67 in 1947 as the result 
of mechanical bugs in the new postwar 
transport equipment being put into service, 
the industry and Government officials 
were understandably dubious and some- 
what nervous about the advent of the jet 
airliner which made its appearance at air 
terminals last year. At the end of the 
first year of jet operation last Oct. 26, 
six airlines had a total of 67 “‘pure jets’’ 
in service. 

Two of the “pure jets” crashed but 
both were on training flights. Only two of 
last year’s nine crashes involved new 
planes. They were turbo-props, jet engines 
which supply the power for propellers. 
One accident resulted during a_ bad- 
weather landing, due to factors that would 
have been the same regardless of the type 
of aircraft. The other turbo-prop crash 
still is being studied. 

All of the other seven planes in the 


record of fatal crashes were well-tested, | 


proved aircraft and the Civil Aeronautics 
Board found possible solution in such 
causes as pilot error, engine failure, air 
turbulence, inadequate runways and in- 
sufficient approach and landing aids for 
bad weather.

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER’S comparatively complacent attitude

Thursday, put the Republican minorities in both congressional chambers 
on the defensive, with scant White House leadership indicated. 


The. lack of specific legislative recom- 
mendations in the address to the joint ses- 
sion of the Senate and House signified that 
the President’s primary domestic concern 
for his final 12 months in office is for sur- 
plus-producing budgets for the current 
fiscal year ending June 30 and next year, 
ending in 1961. 


IN PREVIOUS annual messages, he had 
visions of balanced budgets which failed 
to materialize. The steel strike endangered 
the small surplus predicted for this year 
but with the President’s assertion that 
**1960 promises to be the most prosperous 
year in our history” a favorable balance 


- of $200,000,000 was forecast. 


Mr. Eisenhower did not mention that 
the Treasury already had received, for 
last year, $266,000,000 more than 
usual the Federal’ Reserve system 
and probably will receive more than cus- 
tomary from that source because of the 
system’s increased profits from high in- 
terest rates on Government securities. This 
was a windfall not anticipated last January 
or in the midyear budget report. 


It is the 1961 budget recommendations 
the congressional Republicans must de- 
fend against assaults from the over- 
whelming Democratic majorities in both 
chambers. The definite outline of the 


message is delivered Jan. 18. Additional 

details of the Administration’s proposals 

are expected in the economic 4 
which will be made public two 

later, 

The prediction of a 4.2 billion dollar sur- 
plus for the coming fiscal year, which Mr. 
Eisenhower interpolated in his prepared 
address, will be the overriding issue of the 
battles at the Capitol. He said expendi- 
tures would. be held down to 79.8 billion 
dollars and expected revenues would reach 
84 billion dollars. Previously, Administra- 
tion officials had let it be known that they 
had calculated on outlays of 81 billion dol- 
lars and a Treasury intake of 83 billion 
dollars. 

The President’s latest figures will be tar- 
gets of Democratic challenges on man 
fronts. Treasury receipts of 84 billion 
lars would be almost 7 billion dollars more 
than forecast for the current 
year, and over 15 billion dollars more 
than actually collected in the year which 
ended June 30. The largest surplus of any 
Eisenhower year was $1,626,000,000 in fiscal 
1956 and the next largest was $1,596,000,000 
in fiscal 1957. The largest surplus in the 
Truman Administration was 8.5 billion dol- 
lars in 1948. The largest deficit entirely 
in the Eisenhower n was 
$12,541,000,000 last year. 


’ On the receipts side of the ledger, the 


President is expected to demand again 
that postal rates be increased to reduce the 
perennial red ink of the Post Office De- 
partment. The Democratic Congress is 
not likely to acquiesce on this or on an ex- 
pected recommendation for a half cent in- 
crease in. gasoline taxes to help pay for 
the increased costs of the highway pro- 
gram. Mr. Eisenhower, like other Presi- 
dents, has repeatedly recommended that 
beneficiaries of federal services contribute 
a share of these expenses, but in the past 
Congresses of both parties have generally 
ignored these suggestions.

The President’s schedule for overseas 
travel plus his increased interest in foreign 
affairs will prevent him from 
much time to personal direction of the 
‘congressional battles.

Stimulus for Downtown 

T have been following the exten- 
sive debate about the old Post 
Office site with great interest. It 
seems a healthy sign to see such 
deep concern with the future of 
this block vitally situated in the 
heart of downtown St. Louis. As 
the architect in charge of the Wash- 
ington University School of Archi- 
tecture project dealing with this 
block, I am encouraged to see the 
newspaper editorials dealing with 
this situation. 

The problem posed to us by 
Downtown in St. Louis Inc. was the 
development of the old Post Office 
site as a civic square with an office 
building as part of it. This is the 
type of development recommended 
by the City Plan Commission for 
the site and also proposed y Pov 
ous St. Louis architects. I eve 
that our project (to be finished in 
the very near future) will show 
that such a development can be a 
great civic asset. 

I am in full agreement with your 
‘ editorial position that this project 
should become a stimulus for fur- 
ther ntown developments. All 
of the people involved in this proj- 
ect recognize the public interest in 
the Post Office site and are con- 
cerned that its rehabilitation profit 
not only the developers but also 
the rest of the downtown’ area and 
the city of St. Louis as a whole. 
Our proposal is intended to demon- 
strate qualities that must be in- 
corporated in any truly civic de- 
sign. 

The Riverfront Memorial has 
added greatly to values in areas 
adjacent to it. The proper develop- 
ment of the old Post Office site 
will give the city another oppor- 
tunity to add to its special archi- 
tectural quality while profiting both 
commercially and culturally. Pub- 
lic and private interests must act 
in co-ordination so that this oppor- 
tunity to revitalize the downtown 
area will not be wasted.

The President did 
not wait for his et message later this 
month to announce but inte 
lated the news in his State of the Union 
message to Congress on Thursday. By this 
tactic he confirmed the Administration hold- 
down policy for the election year and in 
effect dared the Democratic-controlled Con- 
gress to. upset his calculations. 

The political nature of the expected surplus 
is indicated by the fact. that part of it will 
be made possible by the political fix that 
engineered an inflationary end to the steel 
strike. Not many weeks ago, when steel 
contract negotiations seemed hopelessly dead- 
locked, Administration officials were hinting 
at a deficit in the fiscal year ending June 30 
of perhaps $600,000,000. Now, with an eco- 
nomic boom in prospect, that has been trans- 
lated into a $200,000,000 surplus, with the 
hoped-for surplus in the next fiscal year about 
doubled over last fall’s predictions. 

The possibility of a Surplus, and the Presi- 
dent’s determination to use it. for debt 
reduction, amounts to a tempting invitation 
to vote-seeking Congressmen to grab for as 
much as they can get, which in turn will 
provide Republicans with ammunition for the 
tyne of “big spending” charges they made in 
1958. There is certain to be pressure for a 
tax cut, although Democratic leaders have 
said they do not expect Congress will over- 
ride Mr. Eisenhower's opposition to general 
tax relief. And there is certain to be pressure 
for more spending on missiles, schools, roads, 
public works and health. Apparently the 
President -hopes to outweigh the demands 
for more spending with demands for the re- 
cuction of the 290-billion-dollar federal debt. 

The Administration will be liable for 
certain penalties. Its efforts to persuade 
Congress: to give it more leeway in debt man- 
agement will be aggravated. The President 
is making renewed efforts to effect the re- 
moval of the 4% per cent legal ceiling on 
new longer-term bond issues; this will now be 
even more difficult than last year, when the 
efforts failed. The argument can be made 
that the anti-inflationary surplus will ease 
somewhat the Administration’s: fiscal. prob- 
lems. Also, there will be even less chance 
for approval of Administration-sponsored in- 
creases in postal rates; some Democrats are 
saying the forecasted surplus is based in part 
on postal increases. 

The President’s budgetary program will 
force the Administration to defend its con- 
tention that the country is spending enough 
on defense.

Advance for Senator Kennedy 


Senator Kennedy has scored an important 
gain in his campaign for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination with the unexpected 
pledge of Gov. DiSalle of Ohio to put the 
state's big delegation behind Mr. Kennedy 
at the national convention. This assures the 
Senator of 64 votes, at least in the early bal- 
loting, of the 761 needed to nominate. It 
raises his current claimed delegate strength 
to 178. 

Gov. DiSalle apparently succumbed to a 
threat by Mr. Kennedy to enter the May 3 pri- 


mary and beat the Governor in a contest for | 


delegates. The Senator now can avoid a hard 
and costly campaign which he might have 
lost, although his prospects obviously were 
good. Mr. Kennedy has regarded the Ohio 
delegation as a key to his hopes. He can use 
his bloodless victory there in an effort to 
persuade Democratic leaders elsewhere—-like 
Gov. Lawrence of Pennsylvania, Mayor Daley 
of Chicago and Tammany chief DeSapio of 
New York—to fall in line. 

The backing of Gov. DiSalle is of peculiar 
importance to Mr. Kennedy. The Senator is 
a Roman Catholic and some Catholic politi- 
cians have. been reluctant to indorse him be- 
cause they are fearful a religious issue might 
cause them political damage. Mr. DiSalle is 
a Catholic, and his example could break the 
ice for Lawrence, Daley, DeSapio and other 
Catholic leaders. The action eliminated Gov. 
DiSalle as a possible vice-presidential candi- 
date and ended speculation he might sup- 
port Senator Symington of Missouri for the 
Presidency. 

The Kennedy supporters must be credited 
with an effective job in Ohio. It should serve 
notice to the other Democratic hopefuls that 
they are up against a very determined and 
efficient competitor. 


Hope for Civil Rights 

Speaker Rayburn’s stand on civil rights 
legislation offers hope that the needed 
strengthening of the laws in this field will be 
approved by Congress fairly early in the new 
session. While a hard fight is in prospect, 
Mr. Rayburn has eased the path of the liber- 
als. And, perhaps not incidentally, he has 
challenged the Republican leadership. 

On opening day the ‘78-year-old Speaker 
took the almost-unprecedented step of invit- 
ing advocates to the legislation to sign a peti- 
tion to discharge the House Rules Committee 
from consideration of a modified Administra- 
tion bill that has been bottled up since last 
summer. This is a course ordinarily abhor- 
rent to the leadership of either party, since 
it upsets normal procedure.

What do the Latin American republics have 
in common with the United States or with 
each other that would lead President Eisen- 
hower on his coming tour to address himself 
to an “inter-American system” and to “as- 
pirations of the peoples of the Americas”? 

A common North American view is that 
the New World does not always seem a 
community of nations.. A common view of 
the sister republics is that they represent 
similar states which, despite turbulent poli- 
tics, constitute a major market and therefore 
should be courted. The President will visit

‘tic such views are. 
Brazil, Uruguay, Argentina and Chile differ 
in many respects both cultural and economic. 
Brazil speaks a different language from the 
others. Their national stock is diverse. Ar- 
gentina was at one time the most advanced 
Latin republic economically, but now strug- 


gles to recover from losses suffered under | 


Dictator Peron.” Brazil is in the midst of an. 
industrial.-boom. Uruguay is predominantly 
agricultural, while Chile looks seaward and 
to its mines. — 

Politically, Brazil had to struggle through 
empire and revolts toward representative gov- 
érnment, and Argentina was proud of mend 
sing such a government until Peron. Today, 
these two republics and Chile follow the 
United States pattern of presidential leader- 
ship while Uruguay, often called a model 
democracy, has no single executive but is ad- 
ministered by a nine-man National Council. 


If these four nations. are so individualistic, 
then, how can they support an “inter-Ameri- 
can system” with the United States? 


The fact is that the four republics are dedi- 
cated to the same aspirations as the United 
States. Not unlike the United States, they 
first had to fight for independence to-develop 
democratic principlés and later had to strug- 
gle to maintain them. And all the nations 
from Canada to Cape Horn were settled by 
ambitious, optimistic Europeans often fleeing 
from oppression or hazarding new fortunes. 
Thus there is a likeness in outlook to be 
found in Jefferson and Bolivar, Tom Paine 
and Tavares Bastas, Lincoln and Jaurez, Walt 
Whitman and Ruben Dario. Each viewed the 
New World as a unique offering to mankind. 

It is no mistake for President Eisenhower 
to speak of common aspirations. The prob- 
lem is. for the Americas to recapture more 
of the healthy sense of purpose which they 
have shared. Mr. Eisenhower's tour should 
contribute to more than general good will. 


Blue Sundays oni Trial 


When St. Louis county suddenly attempted 
to enforce the state blue law last year, it was 
the first notice many residents had of the 
134-yéar-old Missouri statute prohibiting Sun- 
day sales of anything except drugs, medicines 
and articles of “urgent and immediate” neces- 
sity. Today similar laws are under attack in 
litigation in several states. 

Blue laws had their origins in medieval Eu- 
rope and with the Puritans in this country. 
But the original religious basis of “keeping 
the Sabbath holy” has been superseded in 
most states by economic considerations. Down- 
town merchants object to suburban Sunday 
sales; labor unions sometimes protest Sunday 
work. The courts have upheld the laws for 
other than religious reasons, finding that 
states may protect public welfare by provid- 
ing a day of rest. 

The issue has been reopenéd, however, by 
a federal court ruling in May that a Massachu- 
setts statute was not a health measure but an 
effort to compel citizens of whatever faith to 
respect the Christian Sabbath. The court up- 
held this to be a violation of religious free- 
dom. And while courts in South Carolina 
and Maryland have upheld blue laws, courts 
in Pennsylvania have prohibited enforcement 
of stringent new blue law penalties until the 
constitutional question is answered. 

Whatever the outcome of the legal contest, 
the past has established an unfortunate prece- 
dent. That is to leave blue laws on the books, 
and to ignore them. This policy is politically 
safe, but it is hardly conducive to respect for 
law enforcement, :

Recently the ALPA accused the FAA of en- 
dangering lives by harassing flight crews in 
airliner safety checks. Now ALPA spokes- 
men point to two National Airlines crashes in 
which all persons aboard were killed and say 
that FAA proficiency tests are damaging com- 
mercial aircraft. In no instance has any 
— evidence been presented to support 
month ° prof tests In this 
Airlines says it been giving

the tests, to FAA rules and some- 
times with FAA checking. It would be 


difficult to conclude that the FAA or the com- 
pany would countenance tests that would en- 
_ danger the plane or create structural damage. 
The tests are not as severe as those given to 
test a prototype plane for its airworthiness 
certificate. -

members, say they will not take any more 
proficiency tests until the present situation 
is “resolved.” If they do not take their tests,

Gaffney’s Law of- Nomenclature 


A Professor's Research Yields Some Hints on What 


From an Address to the 
American Name Society, 
Chicago, Dec. 29, 1959 


~ Some years ago, while I was en- 


gaged on the less than exciting task 
of checking endless rosters of officers 
and enlisted men, I had no reason to 
suspect that I was moving toward a 
perhaps revolutionary discovery. The 
task seemed just dull; and it was 

to lighten the tedium that I began 
tabulating the names which became 
the basis of what I am now ready to 
announce as Gaffney’s First Law of 
Nomenclature. 

This law may be tentatively stated: 
“Your career is determined by your 
character; and your character is de- 
termined, perhaps unalterably, by the 
name under which you grew to adult- 
hood.’’ Or to put it simply: “You are 
what your name has made you.” 

The Army was very strict about hav- 
ing all of a man’s names down on 
paper, and about calling him by his 
first given name, 
“irregardless” of 
his own usage or 
preference. If, to 
avoid confusion be- 
cause his father’s 
name was Her- 
bert, a boy had 
grown, up as H. 
Theodore Grims- 
by, no matter; the 
Army called him 
Herbert T. Grimsby. Even a miss- 
ing middle initial had to be accounted 
for. If radical parents had so far de- 
parted from custom as not to have 
bestowed a middle name, the Army 
proceeded to brand the eccentric one 
as having “No Middle Initial.” For 
the records, he became forever 
“Joseph (NMI) Smith.” Further, the 
rule was explicit that names had to 
be bapti , without variation. 

Rosters of enlisted men made pretty 
average reading, except for the occa- 
sional appearance of a Southerner 
named Pinky, Pearl, or Rosy. But my 
eye was soon caught by the fact that 
officers’ rosters were different. In 
proportions far exceeding those of en- 
listed men, who represented a fair 
average cross-section of American 
males, names of officers kept turning 
up as Jack, Tom, Harry, Ned, Sam, 
and the like. The rigidity of the rules 


made it clear that these were chris- 
tened names, not just shortenings. 

By themselves, these observations 
seemed to be nothing more than mildly 
amusing coincidences. Not long, 
however, after noting this first set of 
facts, I ran into a second set, which 


- geemed to provide some logical basis 


for the earlier facts. When I under- 
took the routine job of compiling 
thumbnail biographies of several thou- 
sand officers, a pattern began to ap- 
pear. Almost without exception, the 
officers with terse forenames were not 
Regulars; most had either (a) enlisted 
in the peacetime Army and come up 
through the ranks, or (b) had been 
drafted and come up by way of the 


Officer Candidate Schools. 


This led to a generalization: Boys 
known all through their lives by mas- 
culine-sounding, or outdoor-type, 
names, had perhaps led relatively ex- 
troverted lives, had perhaps spent 


more time hunting and fishing and _ 


fighting than in reading books. They 
might, therefore, be assumed to have 
possessed more real stamina for the 
very real rigors of the Officer Schools; 
they might have developed, early in 
life, qualities of physical leadership. 

Axiom I, therefore, becomes: ‘“‘Men 
with extroverted, or he-man, names 
tend to become leaders in extroverted 
pursuits, such as the military life.” 

This idea provided conversation and 
some edifying arguments, but might 
have been lost to posterity if I had not 
later betome involved with lists of 
academic names. When | returned to 
teaching, after a 20-year lapse (aided 
and abetted by the Army), one glance 
at a college catalogue led me to won- 
der if my Axiom I (like all good ax- 
ioms) had a converse which could also 
be true—namely, that introverted, or 
non-he-man, names might send their 
possessors into mental or reflective 
pursuits. 

_ The results of this new investigation, 
which developed with surprising swift- 
ness, were gratifying. In a one-gener- 
ation-past-catalogue of my own col- 
lege, I found a superfine collection of 
resounding names, as far from the 
Jack, Tom, and Ed type as could be 
wished. I quote only a few of the

When the 76-year-old building on Olive 
street is finally vacated, it will be put 
up for sale by the Government. What 
happens next is the big question. 


There has been vigorous debate already 
as to whether the Old Post Office, as 
it is now usually called, should be kept 
in a state of honorable preservation or 
torn down. 


Those who favor keeping the building 
argue that St. Louis has razed too many 
of its architectural heirlooms already; 
that this one; prominent and familiar 
in the downtown setting, and durable as 
the rock of Gibraltar, should remain. 
They favor remodeling it to suit modern 
officé and commercial needs, but retain- 
ing the spirit of its classical style. 

Removing the present building would 
create three possibilities of development: 
To -put up a new structure of offices 
and shops that would occupy the entire 
square block; to keep the entire block 
open as a civic plaza, or to put a high- 
rise commercial building in an off-center 
position on the site, reserving the rest 
of the ground for a public open space.

The building we now 
have there is a formidable specimen of 
nineteenth century eclectic architecture, 
which means that it represents a borrow- 
ing from a number of classic styles. 
IT IS AN INTERESTING and 
curious building. Its basement and sub- 
basement walls are of pink Missouri 
granite from Iron Mountain. These walls 
can be seen by peering down into the 
vast “moat” that surrounds the building. 
Above ground, the Old Post Office is 
of solid gray Maine granite, the first 
floor of dressed stones with deeply re- 
cessed joints, the two upper floors and 
attic with flush joints. The second and 
third stories have rows of pilasters— 
flat columns set against the wall—in the 
Corinthian order. Second-floor windows 
have arched pediments, those on the 
third floor triangular pediments. Facing 
each street is a projecting facade that 
frames the entranceway, which on the 
Locust street side is a truck. loading dock. 

An immense quadrangular dome, with 
convex, slate-covered sides broken by 
two courses of windows, towers above 
the main entrance on Olive street. This 
is much like the dome that crowns the 
Louvre, in Paris. 

A sculptural group executed by Daniel 
Chester French—one of his earliest public 
commissions—tops a pair of windows at 
the front of the dome. These are two 
female figures, “Miss America at War,” 
on the spectator’s left, grasping a sword, 
and “Miss America at Peace’ on the 
right, holding an olive branch. Between 
them is a defiant stone eagle, with wings 
outspread and head turned toward the 
“War’’ figure.

Golschmann will appear as guest conductor at concerts Friday 
afternoon at 1:45 in the Khorassan Room of the Chase Hotel and 
Saturda 
He will be the third conductor scheduled to substitute for Edouard 
Van Remoortel during a month’s vacation. 

The guest soloist will be Henryk Szeryng, violinist, in his first 
appearance in St. Louis. He will play Lalo’s ‘Symphonie Espagn- 
ole” in D Minor for Violin and Orchestra. Other works will be 
Haydn's Symphony No. 88 in G Major, the second suite of Proko- 
fieff's ‘Romeo and Juliet’ and the Suite from Strauss’s “Der 


Rosenkavalier.”’ 


Since his departure from St. Louis, Golschmann has made a 
number of guest appearances in this country and Europe. His 
tenure here was marked by extensive recording engagements, 
an expansion of the repertory that comprised first performances 
of many works and the Orchestra’s first tour of the eastern 
states, in 1950. This period of continuous service, 27 seasons, is 
longer than that of any other conductor of a major American 
orchestra. 


GOLSCHMANN WAS BORN in 1893 in Paris. He be- 
came well known. there as a young man through the “Concerts 
Golschmann,” which he conducted and devoted largely to con- 


‘ ‘temporary music. He became conductor of the Ballet Russe

' the Louisville Orchestra, and 


through the offices of Stravinsky and was conductor of the Swed- 
ish Ballet when he first visited the United States, in 1924. From 
1927 until he came to St. Louis he was conductor of the Scottish 
Orchestra in Glasgow. ’ 

Szeryng was born in Warsaw and is now a citizen of Mexico, 
where he has lived since 1946. He began to study violin with Carl 
Flesch in Berlin in 1928 and in 1933 he gave his first public per- 
formances in Warsaw, Bucharest, Vienna and Paris. He received 
Rumania’s “Cultural Merit” award two years later. Since then 
he has toured Europe, Africa, Israel and North and South Amer- 
ica, From 1939 through 1945 he devoted himself to making ap- 
pearances, some 3000 of them, in Allied military camps and 
hospitals. | |

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FILM ON PICASSO 
ATTY ART MUSEUM 


By GEORGE McCUE 

A movie that undertakes to ex- 
plore the mind of a painter ad- 
dresses itself to a terribly deli- 
cate and difficult task. “The 
Mystery of Picasso,” at City Art 
Museum auditorium, is such an 
exploration, and the result is a 
documentary of surpassing in- 
terest. 

The color film, which runs for 
nearly an hour and half, is 
presented by the Friends of City 
Art Museum as a fund-raising 
activity. Its first showing was 
last night; it will be on view 
again today at 3 p.m. and 5 p.m., 
and tomorrow at 8:30 p.m. Tick- 
ets are $1.50. 


Pablo Picasso, in case he needs 
any introduction, might be brief- 
ly described as the world’s great- 
est living painter. 

Most of the film is given over 
to watching a succession of draw- 
ings and paintings take form on 
the white screen. This is man- 
aged through the artist’s use of 
large sheets of tightly stretched 
paper or canvas, and of ink that, 
at the lightest touch, penetrate 
to the reverse side of this sup- 
port. The camera was set up 
facing the reverse side, so that 
Picasso’s every stroke may be 
followed as though it were the 
spontaneous movement of a line 
with a life of its own. 

On the great white void, a 
face takes form, and part of a 
figure comes into being. Then 
things begin happening in an- 
other area—more figures, a bit 
of background business, some 
arabesques described by the mov- 
ing line in space. Then there may 
be a pause, then more rapid 
strokes. 

This turns out to be a suspense 
movie, with the spectator kept 
wondering what will ha next, 
The marvelously au- 
thority of Picasso’s drawn line, 
which can take up the delinea- 
tion of a figure at any point and 
carve it out with one continuous 
movement, is dramatically 
shown. 

Several times the drawing 
alone has such force and ele- 
gance that it is almost with a 
sense of regret that one sees 
colors added. Since the only color 
used is that of the penetrating 
ink, which has much the effect 
of watercolor, the aspect of Pi- 
casso as a worker in oil is left 
unexplored. 

The painter appears in several 
sequences, and some of the best 
moments are those when we 
watch the work over his bare, 
muscular, sun-tanned shoulder. 
Picasso works clad only in shorts. 
There is an unintentionally fun- 
ny moment when Picasso is seen 
drawing with a felt-tipped ‘pen, 
like those used by television 
weather reporters, and drawing 
lines that:look like cold fronts. 

The film was directed by Hen- 
ri-George Clouzot, and photog- 
raphed by Claude Renoir, grand- 
son of the painter. The music, 
by Georges Auric, is very much 
in the spirit of the painting 
themes. 

Twenty-eight Picasso works 
owned by the museum are on 
view in the new auditorium ex- 
hibition gallery.

~ Who Will Fix Our Watches? 


When Bradley U. Closes Horology School at Peoria Only One Will Remain

PEORIA, Iil., Jan. 9. 


IT HAS BEEN ESTIMATED that if a good watch is given per- 
fect care—which means being properly wound, protected from dust 
and grease and never dropped—it would take 200 years to wear out. 

This is a good thing to know because the time is coming, it 
would appear, when you will have to make a watch last. Time is 
running out for the ancient art of watchmaking, a craft which has

The Bradley School of Horol- 
ogy, here in, Peoria, the oldest 
school of its kind in the’nation has 
and one which might reasonably 
be called the Harvard of watch- 
making schools, has announced 
that it will close its doors in 
June 1961. Students who entered 
this week will be the last class 
the school will graduate. 

It has also been announced 
that the Elgin School at Elgin, 
Ill., will close its doors March 1. 
This will leave only one old, es- 
tablished watchmaking school in 
the country, Bowman School at 
Lancaster, Pa. 

Who, then, will fix the nation’s 
watches when the present gener- 
ation of watchmakers is gone? 
This, said Dean George J. Wild 
of the Bradley school, is a ques- 
tion he has been pondering him- 
self, 

It may be, he said, that we 
will go back to the old appren- 
tice method which prevailed be- 
fore there were watchmaking 
schools. “‘But I doubt very much 
if the young man of today would 
be willing to work around a jew- 
elry store for four or five years, 
polishing the silver and sweeping 
the floor, while the watchmaker 
gives him a few hours instruc- 
tion now and then. That’s the 
way it was in the old days.”

had left her a good deal of real 
estate, which became very val- 
uable as Peoria grew, was 
stranded in La Porte when she 
missed a train.

The college grew around it. At 
first it was known as Bradley 
Polytechnical School. Later it be- 
came Bradley College and now 
is Bradley University. Westlake 
Hall is one of three old-style 
buildings on a campus otherwise 
filled with modern architecture. 
But one of the first things you 
see on the campus is the big 
clock in Westlake Hall tower, 
built by students of the School 
of Horology. 


During the years, recalled Dean 
Wild, the school has earned an 
international reputation. Bradley 
graduates are sought not only by 
jewelry stores but also by large 
watch manufacturers. 

“There’s an old saying to the 
effect the jeweler didn’t need a 
watchmaker until he learned the 
applicant was from Bradley,” 
Wild said. 

He himself is a graduate of 


Bradley and has been a member 


of the faculty for 41 years. He 
is a man with a feeling bordering 
on reverence for fine watches 
and the art of watchmaking. 

“I get a tremendous satisfac- 
tion from taking a brokeh watch 
and seeing it come to life dg 
he said. He has his own lathe and 
tools in his private office at the 
school. His desk is littered with 
old, broken watches in various 
stages of repair, He likes to 
work with them in his spare time 
and when a student gets stuck on 
a project, the dean brings him 
into his office and helps him over 
the hurdle. 

A watch, he points out, has 
from 125 to 200 parts, ranging 
from tiny to almost microscopic.

For His Movies, Says Stewart

HOLLYWOOD, Jan. 9, 

AMES STEWART is one of those remark- 

able movie stars who give the sppeer- 
ance on screen of being a shy, li 
country boy type. In an interview he's a 
trifle shy, very likeable, but far from being 
a country boy. He's one of Hollywood's 
shrewdest businessmen, a millionaire from 
the deals he has made. 

Because of this contrast between . the 
screen shadow and the real man, he is in- 
teresting to talk with, elgeees t about his 
appearances on television, usually few and 
far between. Stewart recently starred in 
“Cindy's Fella" on NBC-TV, and will be 
one of the guests on “Hedda Hopper's 
areal on the same network this Sun- 

ay. 

Interviewed on a set where he was film- 
ing a television show, Stewart said, “If 
ou slowed down in a place like this, you'd 
all apart. They've got it down pretty good 
here, sort of streamlining things. In the old 
- days of the studios, the dressing rooms, 
make-up department and wardrobes were 
scattered and you had to go to each place 
in a car. Here everything's in one place. 
You have to leave the set just to eat.” 


MOST STARS of Jimmy Stewart's caliber 
have been noticeably reluctant about ap- 
pearing with any frequency at all on tele- 
vision, but Stewart isn't opposed to the 
medium. ' 

“It's a good thing to project to an 
enormous audience once in a while,” he 
said. “It's a sort of reminder to people 
that I'm still around, still in business. | 
think it’s good for people to see me in 
their living rooms occasionally, and not 
just in an old film. 

“An_ occasional television appearance is 
a kind of teaser for my movies. It's like 
taking an ad in 150 big newspapers. That's 
true with the old movies, too. But | don't 
think I'd benefit by appearing in a tele-

Three minutes with JOHN NANCE GARNER 


EDITOR’s NOTE: At 91, John Nance Garner is one of 
America’s oldest living statesmen. Vice President of the 
U.S. during the first two terms of President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt (1933-1941), and before that a long- 
term member of Congress and Speaker of the House, 
Garner, sagacious, salty as ever, lives today, retired, in 
Uvalde, Tex. He resides in a small frame house behind 
the large residence he presented to the city as a library. 


Here, he scans seven daily newspapers, sleeps a good _ 


deal of time, shells pecans as a hobby, maintains an ex- 
tensive correspondence, disclaims any interest in poli- 
tics, lives the simple life of a widower. 

It was here recently that PAaRADE’s West Coast cor- 
respondent Lloyd Shearer called upon him. The con- 
versation that follows took place. 


Shearer: Good afternoon, Mr. Vice President. Surely 
a gentlemarw who's lived as long as you has lots of 
wisdom to share with the world. 

Gamer: No, sir. No wisdom at all. Just lots of infor- 
mation. 


Q All right, sir. In terms of information, can you, 
would you be kind enough to tell me the most im- 
portant lesson you've learned from life? 

A That’s easy. Speak the truth. Always speak the

truth. I learned that lesson when I was 8 years old. My 
mother asked me where I'd been one Sunday and in- 
stead of telling her the truth I lied. She switched me 
with a cottonwood branch for not telling the truth. 
And after that I never lied again. You may think that’s 


. impossible for a politician. But it’s not. It’s the best 


way for any human being to live because it avoids 
complications. If I'd told my mother I'd gone down to 
the old swimmin’ hole that Sunday, which I had, I 
would've saved myself a sore bottom. If a man does the 
honest thing, he saves himself a sore conscience. Truth 
is the only thing a man can live with serenely day 
after day. 


Q Haven't you ever found it politically or diplomati- 
cally expedient to stretch the truth? 

A No, sir. I have not. The only time I would lie would 
be to save a woman’s honor. That's the only excuse for 
dishonesty that I myself would ever find reasonable. 
The man who lies for money or power is a darn fool. 
it always catches up with him. Look around you today. 
There are plenty of examples. ‘ 
Q From your experience, sir, would you say that most 
politicians are truthful and honest? 

A Yes, sir. Those who are, last. Those who are not, 
the people turn out. I speak nothing but the truth.

HE EERIE CREATURE at left isn’t a man from 

j phn. space. He’s skin diver Jack Wessman grub- 

bing for gold 20 feet below the surface of an icy moun- 

tain river —one of hundreds of Californians caught up 
in a new gold rush. 

Wessman took the plunge when he heard a lucky 
diver whoop: “Thar’s gold in them thar waters.” And 
there is. Two divers took $2,000 from the Feather 
River near here in a matter of two months. Three 
others picked up $900 in quartz nuggets from the bot- 
tom of the Yuba River in three days. 

Such hauls admittedly are unusual. Most of the 
underwater prospectors are week-end divers who hold 
down regular jobs during the rest of the week. They 
consider themselves fortunate if they pick up enough 
gold to cover the cost of gasoline for their two-da) 
trips into the hills. “But they've had fun that gold 
can't buy,” adds Wessman. 

Claim-jumping is objected to as much today as it 
was a century ago. A skin diver who goes down to look 
for gold may come up to find a double-barreled shot- 
gun or a six-shooter staring him in the eye if he's 
working on someone else’s holdings. 

Present-day mining methods aren’t much different 
from those of the 49ers: A surface pump sucks gold: 
bearing gravel into a box that the diver has taken to 
the bottom of the river. When the box is full, the 
diver returns with it to the surface, then pans for gold 
— just as the oldtimers did. “But there's one big differ 
ence between the ‘49ers and us,” says an underwater 
miner here. “We take a lot more baths.”

OHN WALLACE was broke again. He had gambled 

away his car at cards the night before and now 

the horses had cleaned him. Ruefully, he and another 

loser set out from the track on foot for they couldn't 

afford a taxi. Pausing in front of a restaurant, they 

looked through the windows at contented diners de- 
vouring steaks. 

Wallace himself would rather gamble than eat. His 
mind flashed back to the race track where, day after 
day, he had dined on hamburgers to save his “sacred 
money” for gambling. Other times, he’d made out with 
just a cup of coffee and a doughnut. Then his friend's 
voice snapped him back: 

“Just look at those suckers in there eating.” 

That crack did it. After 20 desperate years, Wallace 
Chis name has been disguised) swore he'd quit gam- 
bling. It was a familiar vow, but this time he meant it. 
But to keep it, he realized now, he needed help. If he 
could only find like-minded friends, they might help 
one another. 

Wallace did find such a friend—one whose good 
intentions lasted exactly a week because, Wallace says, 
“it was between racing seasons.” 

But the next colleagues kept their pledges. Gradu- 
ally, still more dyed-in-the-wool gamblers who sin- 
cerely wanted to break the habit gravitated to the Los 


Angeles group. All of them felt that, to maintain their oth 
own abstinence, they must carry a message of hope to ‘ 
other gamblers. eve 

That was three years ago. Today, Gamblers Anony- —" 
mous, as the original members named their group, has lea 
grown to hundreds of members. Chapters are operat- gra 
ing in Los Angeles, San Francisco, Oakland, and four 
other California cities—and in Las Vegas, Nev. Others ing 
are being organized in New York, Pittsburgh, San Ak 
Diego, and Fresno. A steady flow of inquiries comes :

other people, or presently may be, has to be smashed. 

“We know now that no real compulsive gambler 
ever regains control, but such intervals—usually brief 
—were inevitably followed by still less control. To 
lead normal, happy lives, we must take steps in a pro- 
gram of recovery.” 

The chairman then reads aloud the 12 steps lead- 
ing to ‘a cure—steps patterned after the creed of 
Alcoholics Anonymous. Among them are: 

“We came to believe that a Power greater than our- 
selves could restore us to a normal way of thinking 
and living ... We made a decision to turn our will and 
our lives over to the care of this Power . . . We ad- 
mitted to ourselves and to another human being the 
. We continued to take 
personal inventory, and when we were wrong, we 
promptly admitted it . . .” 

(As in AA, members refer to “a Power of our under- 


standing.” Nonbelievers as well as churchgoers belong ° 


to GA.) 

The sessions always end in coffee breaks, which 
invariably become bull sessions. Members voice their 
hopes and fears and further face up to their mutual 
difficulty. Few have backslid. 


Riches to Rags 


For the sake of encouragement—and to help pre- 
vent backsliding—day and night telephone service is 
maintained. The group has a saying, “You're only 10 


_cents away from disaster.” When a member begins to 


miss meetings, it’s a good bet he’s back gambling. He 
is urged to return immediately. Generally no mention 
is made of his backsliding unless he brings it up. Oc- 
casionally, however, a special meeting will be called 
to help a backslider. 


To pay for telephone service, coffee and ihe post- 


age, and other minor expenses, voluntary donations 
are made by members. It is strictly petty cash com- 
pared to former gambling outlays.

At a recent meeting in Los Angeles, a new convert 
named Bob told his story. At 23, he said, he had in- 
herited a thriving business. Compulsive gambling soon 
put the business in bad shape. Bob decided to recoup 
at Las Vegas. He did, too: in only two days he won 


$50,000, enough to save his business, buy a new car, — 


and patch up family quarrels. But he couldn't quit, and 
in three more days he hadn’t enough money for even 
a pack of cigarettes. - 

On the verge of suicide, Bob heard of GA. He 
joined. Now he is clerking in a men’s clothing store 
at a low salary, but he is contented. Because of not 
gambling, he has won back the most cherished prize 
of all—his wife. 

Another member, 67, told how he had lived for 
seven weeks in his dilapidated car, existing on candy 
bars, because he didn’t want to spend his “taw” —the 
next day's gambling stake. 


“The Same Old Urge” 


One of the rare occasions when members delib- 
erately faced temptation came when the Las Vegas 
chapter was organized. A Las Vegas minister phoned 
the Los Angeles group and said that two parishioners 


who worked in.casinos wanted to stop gambling. Los : 


Angeles assigned four stalwarts to visit the two. 

Surrounded by the yammer of slot machines, the 
click of dice, and the whir of roulette wheels, each GA 
man reacted differently. One had “that same old urge,” 
wanting desperately to get in there and gamble. 
Another was completely indifferent. The third felt 
an overwhelming sadness. The fourth, with stomach 
cramps, dashed for the men’s room. 

But the four found their men and today the two, 
although keeping their casino jobs, have become 
staunch GA members. Their Las Vegas chapter expects 
more addicted casino hands to join. 

All types, many religions, and various races make 
up Gamblers Anonymous. There are steyvedores, bus 


drivers, an ex-banker, housewives, business women— 
rich and poor and in-between. Ninety per cent of the 
membership is male. Half the men joined because of 
the influence of wives. Many wives have joined at their 
husbands’ requests. 

GA's biggest lifetime loser at gambling, prior to 
joining, was a former dress manufacturer who esti- 
mates his total losses at a half-million dollars. The 
next biggest loser, a store owner, lost $200,000. The 
majority are out from $4,000 to $15,000. 

One of the early members of the San Francisco 
group was a corporation lawyer who moved to a small 
California town on rétiring to enjoy the climate. At 
first he spent hours losing money at the pinball ma- 
chines; then he discovered a smoke shop with a card 
room in the back. 

“So I decided to pick up some easy money at soli, es 
he recalls. “Day after day after that I'd go back, and I 
always thought nobody could beat my hands. Every- 
body else’s bet, I felt, was a bluff. 

“It didn’t take the pros long to figure me out. They'd 
bluff once or twice a day to keep me curious. I fell for 
it, and it wasn’t long until I had to go back to work.” 
He grins wryly. “I’m still working.” 

A woman breeder of dogs visited Reno four times 
a year. She would station herself between two slot 
machines, pumping silver dollars into them and pull- 
ing both handles. Sometimes she would win, but 
oftener she would lose. 

Eventually, her arms would tire, but she solved 
that by having an attendant pull the levers for her 
while she simply inserted her money. Now she calls 
GA “her real jackpot.” Even the dogs eat regularly. 

It remained for a sailor, who had joined the chapter 
in San Francisco, to sum up Gamblers Anonymous 
neatly. “Why, this is like a life chain,” he said at a 
meeting. “A life chain, you know, is where sailors hold 
hands and tread water together. That way, none eo 
to tread quite so hard.”

N AN EASTERN TURNPIKE the other day I 
glanced at my speedometer. It registered 60 
m.p.h. Then I looked in my mirror: no cars in sight. 

“Now!” cried Frank Perrino, an ex-Air Force ser- 
geant who sat by my side. 

ma teeta y Sepa tee ee 
lightened my foot on the gas pedal. Suddenly it seemed 
as if giant hands had taken hold and were dragging 
the car— under perfect control—to a halt. Except for a 
slight veer to the right, caused by the road’s slope, the 
car made a beautiful, straight-line stop. 

I had not touched the brake pedal; in fact, in this 
car there was no brake pedal. 

I'd been sent here by PARADE to try the newest idea 
in motoring: automatic braking. The car I was using 
had ordinary power brakes. But instead of the usual 
push-down brake pedal, a system of reverse linkages 
and springs clamped the brakes on when you lifted 
your foot from the gas feed. 


And sree them was an ingenious little electro- 
mechanical brain—about the size of a pop bottle— 
tucked away under the hood. By tuning in on the drive- 
shaft, it could sense when the car was skidding and 
correct for it. This little device installs in an hour 


or twe and costs between $25 and $100 (a bit more 7 


if you don’t now have power brakes). 

Here’s what it does for drivers: 

e Turns your gas pedal into a brake. Push the pedal 
down, the car goes. Let it up, it stops. 

© Virtually eliminates skids under some condi- 
tions, helps control them under others. 

e Restarts your engine @ it stalls. 

© Stops the car instantly—and in a straight line — 
if the driver faints. ; 

¢ Holds the car on the steepest slope even if you 
leave it in Drive with the engine running. 

e Slams the brakes on if anyone tampers with the 
starter. 

© Stops the car automatically if anything goes 
wrong with the automatic control. (In four years of 
testing, nothing ever has.) 


Automatic aaeeel braking is the brainchild of 
Frank Perrino, now a young (30) Lincoln, R.h, busi- 
nessman. Perrino’s invention was born in panic. One 
day in Germany, where he was designing Air Force 
equipment, Perrino saw a boy on a bicycle dart in front 
of his car. “It seemed ages before I could transfer my 
foot to the brake,” he said. “I locked my brakes and 
the car spun. I missed the boy, but the close call gave 
me a scare I'll always remember.” 


Two Years in the Making 


It took Perrino two years to build a control brain 
that could be installed in any car. For four.years he 
has been road-testing it with the help of Andrew J. 
White, director of Motor Vehicle Research of New 
Hampshire. Now he hopes to market Ihis device some- 
time this year. 

My own test began at a roadside diner where Per- 
rino explained the device over coffee. Outside, I took 
the wheel of his station wagon, and backed slowly 
away. Just then a truck wheeled in behind us. Perrino 
had warned: “Don’t take your foot off the gas suddenly

The car 
screeched to a jarring halt. 

.  Perrino grinned. “You'll do that a few 
times before you get the hang of it.” 

He was right. Twice more that day I 
forgot, but those were my only errors. I 
learned that you use the gas pedal as in 
any car—but only up to a point. When the 
pedal comes halfway up, it enters a mid- 
dle zone when neither gas nor brakes are 
being applied. Let it up a trifle more, and 
you feel your brakes take hold. 

Hf you want still more stopping power, 
let the pedal up more—but not quite all 
the way. When your car. finally stops (or in 
sudden danger) you lift your foot entirely 


off the pedal. You can now park your car, 


lock it, and go away. 

Getting the hang of automatic brakes, 
I found, was like learning to use power 
brakes. A mother learning automatic brak- 
ing would want to leave her baby at home 
for thre first few days lest the baby slide 


_ off the seat in an unexpected stop. I found 


the brakes pleasant and reassuring, with- 
out the usual nuisance of shifting your 
foot over and pushing. 

_* , 


And I discovered these extra things: 

For instance, our engine stalled at a 
traffic light. Instantly the brakes took hold. 
Then we heard the whirring sound. The 
little brain had sensed the situation and 
was starting the engine for us. 

We drove up a steep driveway. “Jump 
out—quick!” ordered Perrino. I jumped. 
As my foot came off the gas, the brakes 
came on. “How long will the brakes hold 
it?” I asked. Perrine smiled. “How long 
do you want? Six months? A year?” 


“Nothing Can Happen” 


Then, in quiet farm country we chose 
a deserted black-top road for a real “panic 
stop.” “Now pretend,” suggested Perrino, 
“that a boy on a bike darts out of that 
crossroad just as we get there. But first 
let’s disconnect the device and skid like 
any ordinary car.” 7 

We got a short start and bore down on 
the crossroad at 45 m.p.h. “This isn’t very 
fast,” I thought. “Nothing can happen.” 

I was so wrong. At the agreed spot I 
slammed the brakes on tight. Instantly the 
wheels hit a slippery spot, locked up. The 
car went around to the left in a long 
screaming skid. It felt ready to roll over. 


“Now,” I thought, “Ill straighten out 
before we’re in real trouble.” But the car 
was sliding much too fast. With the wheels 


locked, the car wouldn't turn. At this 


point, luckily, the car spun backwards— 
which kept us from going over. 

We sat there in clouds of smoke and 
caught our breath. Yet we had merely ex- 
perienced what can happen to any mo- 
torist who freezes to his brakes. 

Then we tried with the anti-skid device. 


- Again the wheels hit the same slippery 


spot. “Here we go again,” flashed through 
my mind. The car tried to spin, straight- 
ened out, tried to spin again, straightened 
out. I felt the brakes release, take hold, 
release, take hold. Each time they eased 
up I could steer. 

Five times I felt the brakes pump and 
then we were stopped. We jumped out and 
looked at our tracks. In contrast to the first 
skid, our stop this time had been arrow- 
straight. : 

That one lesson was enough to convince 
me. I feel that automatic braking—with 
one pedal—will be the best thing to come 
along since automatic transmission and 
power brakes. I came away hoping it will 
be the next big improvement in cars. &

Hope for the nation’s aged...

ANN ARBOR, MICH. 
In a county hospital here, the following 
things have happened recently: 

e A 72-year-old woman got out of her 
wheel chair and walked. She hadn’t taken 
a step in five years. 

e A 77-year-old man, mute for four 
years and thought to be incurably senile, 
spoke a few words. Gradually he is re- 
gaining his ability to speak. 

e A 71-year-old woman, just about 
given up as confused and depressed, was 
bright and cheerful almost overnight. 

These “miracles,” produced by Univer- 
sity of Michigan scientists, prove that new 


life can be breathed into many of Ameri-. 


ca’s aged bed-ridden and chair-ridden mil- 
lions. Even more remarkable is“the fact 
that such results came simply by offering 
the elderly patients ordinary affection, 
everyday medical care, and meaningful 
things to occupy their time and interests. 


End of the Line 


It all started more than two years ago. 
U. of M. doctors, psychologists, occupa- 
tional therapists, and social workers went 
into county hospitals. They wanted to 
learn what, if anything, could be done for 
aged patients who had “reached the end of 
the line.” It is the first study of its kind in 


_the U.S. Here are some of the implications 


of the findings: 

1 Many county hospital patients (there 
are at least 225,000 in such facilities in 
the U.S.) are more neglected than sick.

2 Up to 40 per cent of such patients 
can be helped to mach greater comfort 
and independence. 

3 Tens of thousands can be rehabili- 
tated to a point where they might be dis- 
charged to the “outside world.” 

These findings have enormous’ implica- 
tions for a pressing American problem. 
Today about 15,000,000 Americans are 


over age 65. An estimated 5,000,000 of 


them are seriously handicapped. 

In a decade, there will be more than 
17,000,000 Americans past 65, with cor- 
respondingly increased numbers disabled. 

Two basic questions confront our aging 
population in this connection. 

Will large numbers of our elderly per- 
sons be written off as hopelessly handi- 
capped, or will they be able to retain a 
high degree of self-sufficiency? 

Second, can the sick aged really benefit 


from medical services, which already are 
stretched thin in many U.S. areas? 


To the latter question, the Michigan sci- 
entists answer a resounding yes. If nothing 
else, the “agéd rescue” program here has 
proved one point. If you pay attention to 
the sick aged—and apply present-day med- 
ical knowledge—they get better. That is 


_ what the Michigan scientists did. 


First, the patients were examined to 
learn exactly what was wrong with them 
—a simple but sometimes overlooked basic 
step. Then drugs were given them where 
needed, diets were changed, patients were 
taught how to sit up, how to get out of 


-bed, how to walk and perform other ac- 


tivities of daily living. 


Skilled shop work is done by patients like Eugene Luckhardt at Washenaw County Hospital, 
Ann Arbor. Even those with major handicaps do intricate chores in the Michigan program. 


All the while they were encouraged, 
given large doses of tender loving care, 
and work tasks that provided real feelings 
‘of achievement. 

Heading the Michigan study are Dr. 


‘Wilma Donahue, chairman of the Univer- 


sity’s Division of Gerontology, and Dr. 
James W. Rae, Jr., director, Department 
of Physical Medicine & Rehabilitation. 

When their staffs got going in the 
county hospitals at Jackson and Ann 
Arbor, here’s what happened: 

Patients started to perk up, smile more 
often, drop their hostile, bitter attitudes. 
As treatment progressed, many patients 
began to climb out of their shells. They 
became whole people once again. 

“Perhaps the one thing that helped 
most,” says Dr. Donahue, “was that the 
patients learned they still counted.” 

Thus, a 60-year-old man emerged from 
a deep depression and began doing intri- 
cate chores around the hospital. He’s ready 
for discharge now. Many others followed 
in much the same pattern. 

So far some of the 100-plus patients in 
the study actually have. improved to a 
point where they have left the hospital. 

Take the case of Mrs. T., a 70-year-old 
who had had two strokes, leaving her with 
paralysis of the left side of her body. She 
had been bedridden for months. _ 


A Normal Life Ahead . 


Greatly overweight, she was. put on a 
diet, gradually dropping more than 60 
pounds. Physical therapists went to work 
showing her how to use her unimpaired 
right side. In a short time she sat up, then 
progressed to a wheelchair, and finally 
learned to walk once again. 

Not long ago, Mrs. T. was discharged — 
from the hospital, capable of walking and 
living normally. 

Cases such as that have focused national 
attention on the Michigan program, which 
is financed partly by the U.S. Office of Vo- 
cational Rehabilitation. Now, similar stud- 
ies have been launched in Connecticut and 
in the State of Washington. Still more are 
in the planning stage. 

You'll be hearing more about plans to 
get the aged up and around in the years 
ahead. Even the experts look twice when. 
they see patients like the 72-year-old 
white-haired Mrs. Mary Long,(r.,above). 
who hadn’t walked in five years but now 
gets up every day and takes a few steps in 
the county hospital here.

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ZOO'S AFRICAN NEWCOMERS 


By C. L. KELLIHER of the PICTURES Staff 

TY-TWO: COLORFUL AFRICAN BIRDS, including two species that 
never before were exhibited in the Western Hemisphere, have been added 
to the St. Louis Zoo's ornithological collections. The two rare acquisitions, pic- 
tured among the African newcomers on today’s PICTURES cover (and in the 
duplicate black-and-white photo above), are the Bar shrike (No. 5) and 
the blue - breasted kingfisher (7). Other birds shown are: 1, superb starling; 2, 
lilac - breasted roller; 3, Abyssinian roller; 4 and 6, black - collared barbets. 

Strengthened by the new additions, the zoo’s African bird collection is 
haps the best in North America, according to Zoo Director George P. Vierheller, 

The St. Louis Zoo has 72 birds from the Dark Continent, out of its total bird 
population of 800. Most of the African birds are housed in one cage, which was 
remodeled to accommodate them. New fluorescent lighting has been installed 
to enable visitors to see better the glossy, brilliant colors of many of the birds. 
Gaudiest among the newcomers is the Barbary shrike, with its caep pink 
breast and crown of dusty yellow. 

Bird Curator Henry ders said the shrike is not populous in its own 
habitat and therefore is caught only infrequently. The ee breasted king- 
fisher has never before been imported s y because, if caught in adult- 
hood, it will die when switched from its natural diet to foods prepared by its 
captors, Sanders said. ‘The zoo overcame this obstacle by arranging for a 
woman in Liberia to attempt to take fledglings from the nests and switch them 
immediately to dom y- prepared foods. She was successful in finding
